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Elba Hydroelectric demands $300,000 


from city to cover firm’s investment 


The status of the lease on the Pea 


River dam continues to make 
headlines this week. The city 
received a letter this week from 
lawyers representing the principals 
of Elba Hydroelectric Co., Inc., 
demanding reimbursement of the 
money the firm had invested in 


renovating the dam project during 
the past several years. This request 
followed a meeting several weeks 
ago in which the city council 
awarded the contract for generation 
of electricity to another firm 

City officials stated at the time 
they were soliciting offers from 
additional firms because of the 
failure of Elba Hydro to fulfill a 
performance clause in their present 
contract requiring them to be 
generating electricity by November 
28, 1985, or forfeit the contract. 
Officers of the firm granted written 
permission to the city to reopen 
negotiations on the project and 
requested an extension on the 
performance clause of their contract, 


which the city council declined to 
give 

The letter stated the firm had 
invested $300,000 and ‘‘makes
